Training to use concrete, cinder block, tile, 
marble, and stone is also accomplished since 
today ’ s mason must be skilled in all aspects of 
this field. A skilled craftsman must know his/ 
her tools of the trade; therefore, extensive 
training is accomplished with chisels, trow¬ 
els, jointers, gauge lines, plumb bobs, and 
levels. It also includes instruction in common 
systems of framing, construction materials, 

estimating, and blueprint reading.
